zhest score is used for post sec- 
dary education admission. 
Many students find no need to 
xe the SAT if they are not plan- 
ig on going to college, but if 
idents decide to go to college 
time after graduation, they 


will still be required to take the 
SAT within three years after they 
graduate from high school. 

The anxiety that comes with tak- 
ing the SAT is usually very strong.
